The revolut jpniànd its suppression ended the romance bet- 
ween Moscow^nd^'lhose people who saw a very imperfect 
Western world and upheld the ways of the Soviet one which 
they thought perfectj or less imperfect. It stimulated the 
defection of m^^^important thinkers from the Coramùnist 
camp, and in the all-important arena of competing propa- 
gandas it was an unhappy time for the Russians. It led to 
speculation that the Communist Empire was cracking up, 
that the Western Woi'ld would righteously and automatic- 
ally triumph in the cold war because of its relatively great- 
er freedom and intrinsically better wa^oi^ifiB^IIhre^^^t 
began to feel that it had only, to wai^md^ter èliie explor 
sion would claim glory by acceptiiî^(8ome*'of the) re- 
fugees. 

Yet what has happenedî kHasJhere^b een a crack-up in 
the Soviet Empire? Has tli^^^^^^^responding rise in 
the power and prestige of tHe^^^^HH^

iit Empire has not cracked up, not at all. It is 
makingïpiBalini^theiMiddleiEast.and in the East. In -Po- 
land and?;treWSintsèMifèra^ programs iri ;effect 
do not mean that Communists are becoming like Ameri- 
cans; they mean that Communist countries will become 
better places in which to live. They mean that Communists 
may be trying successfully to combine the best of both 
worlds.- We ourselves are not as "liberal" as many of our 
citizens would like. 

And what are the ultimates in civilization? They are 
power, and creation, which generates power. Sputnik in the 
skies is immense power and grand creation. Tiie West is 
no lon geC |it h e|do m inant creative force in the World. Now is 
the beCT^fm M Byir bitter time, and we are unused to being 
second ^^D^Snùngariàn Revolution was great, its people 
were greafS?DUt?tîîe West's pathetic response to this great- 
ness was inadequate, and may have condemned it to be a • 
futile revolution.

There iisiiOissad. lack of appreciation and respect for 
academic distinction bh this campus. It is possibly the result 
of our society — this condition in wliich collegians show no 
deep sense of appreciating scholarship amongst their fel- 
lows. 

In old Europe there is still the recognition on campuses 
that academic achievement is the most important . aspect 
of college life. There it is still the custom at many universi- 
ties for students to chair the top student around the 
grounds in the manner that North American students chair 
football heroes around stadia. On this continent it is the 
young executive^busUy 'arranging campus events and the 
sports hero who-gaiH' accolades from their fellows. 

At McGill this attitudé .towards scholastic achievement 
is all too familiar. There is however one area in which we 
feel some remedy is possible; a fine organization for re- 
cognizing outstanding student achievement exists on this 
campus. We refer to the Scarlet Key, the honour society 
of the Students' Society. As it is presently constituted ho- 
norary membership is granted annually to not more than 
seven students "as a reward for good work and^eadei-ship 
in extra-cuiTicular activities". This is fine so far as it goes 
but in practice it has meant that only senior executives and 
outstanding athletes have, been appointed honorary mem- 
bers. 

Tiie values which an honour society at a university 
should cherish ought to include scholarship. There are on 
this campus students who have gained national recognition 
as poets — they would seem to merit consideration for 
membership in such a society. 

FurtheiTTiore in its constitution the purpose of the Key 
is stated as being the welcoming of visitors and ushering, 
at important events. This is a rather inadequate justifica- 
tion for that body's existence. Any jokers in uniform could 
be hired to perform such duties. The purpose of an honour 
society ought to be more lofty; if it was formed to recog- 
nise certain qualities then these qualities should be stated 
amongst the objectives in its constitution. 

There is obvious need for correction here; it is up to 
the Key, the SEC and if necessary the student body at 
large to see that there is at McGill an established honour 
society in which' the merits of scholarship are recognized.

■^STOCKHOLM

Alan Barrett, a former McGill student now studying labour relations in Sweden, miles us a monthh 
letter on customs and, people in bis new environment. 



I am writing to you' from my lodgings, here in 
Enskede, a neat well-planned .suburb of South Stoct- 
holm a few miles away from|ilie^city on the water" 
proper. It takes twenty -minute^nTlhc modern subway 
to whisk me acroMigv^fJSt'ockholm's islands down- 
town to lecturcs.^Onel!(o(phe*^inain things that this 
city can boast is the. ultra-modern combined subway 
and atom*bomb shelter which is rapidly ncaring com- 
pletion with the final construction of restaurants and 
little shops on the line's main stations and the last 
touches of decor, the Swedes will have on display a 
proud and this time gigantic product of the now fine 
reputation that they have for architecture engineering 
and design. 

Here in Enskede, I live in a bright and fairly large 
room in the five room apartment of a typical Swedish 
family. , 

And it is 'no,t surprising that my room is directly 
above a small Swedish café with a small typically 
European outside dining-place, or that I can look 
from my window across the lawns and to the other 
side of the main street and there see a large sports 
stadium, for Sweden is a land many small businesses 
is placed on goo^. health and intensive athletics for 
all school children. 

But it is of Stockholm and this city's beaiity and 
grace that I should like to write in this first letter to 
you. The city offers as its principal attraction the ex.- 
traordinarily beautiful situation on thé islands .'and 
along the shores of the water-ways which connect' Lake 
Malaren with the. bays and the inlets of the Baltic. 
Qiarming little canals. and water-ways arc everywhere 
and on a sunny day I have seeii nothing so graceful 
as the shimmering reflection of some ancient stately 
structure upon' the waters of these canals, • 

Stockholm' in {he fall, with the ever changing hues 
of the plentiful trees to add to the splendour, is a 
place for just plain strolling of a Sunday afternoon, 
for stopping at one of the hundreds of fine rcstau- 
raiitJ — either a very modern design or the older and 
more traditional placM^^here 



to the last straight-back chair and the violin music in 
the background and for a not unreasonable price, if 
chosen with discretion, enjoy a meal of what is — 
aside from the smiirgisbord — essentially Canadian 
or Ar.erican — like food. 

If the outside physical characteristics of the build- 
ings be pleasant to the eye this is but a sm?ll indica- 
tion of the splendour that some of the pajaces, mu- 
seums, churches and libraries house. The Stadsbiblio- 
tckct (Municipal Library), The Royal Academy of Fine 
Arts, tlie Royal Palace and Cathedral near the Royal 
Palace with its beautifully adorned interior, including 
a masterpiece from HBO, "St. George and the Dragon" 
by the Lubeck sculptor Bernt Notke, "rank high amongst 
an almost innumerable list of sights that move and 
inspire the new-comer to this large Scandinavian me- 
tropolis. 

Dut above all, Stockholm the capital of a.na-É3 
tion which, because of its relatively advanced èxp^fî! 
rience in socio-political development combined with jts 
strategic geographical location, is the object of serious 
interest by the student of econoihics aiid politics. In 
future letters, then, wc will look at some of the more 
important contemporary' problems here in Sweden with 
a view to imparting a little better understanding of a 
nation about which a great deal is said but about which 
mistaken impressions and invalid conclusions are all 
too often voiced. We will look at the constitution of 
.this country and see how this constitutional monarchy 
with a bicamural parliamentary system operates. We' 
will speak of the Swedes, of their national characteris- 
tics, and of their hopes and plans for the future. To- 
gether we will go to the University of Lund and see 
the way in which the students live at this famous uni- 
versity.' We will also examine some of the basic rea- 
sons which account for the essentially healthy and sta- 
ble labor relations of this country which has not had 
a serious work stoppage since the late thirties. Finally 
we will try to capture some of the magic of a Scandi- 
navian winter when we go north to the ski resorts oHi

RESIDENCE SUPPLIED 

In February of last year; a shipload ' 
i)f Hungarian students, refugees from 
the Hungarian revolution,'.; reached; 
Canada. In an effort*to' help, these' 
students orientate themselves, sevr ; 
eral Canadian universities .offered ' 
them residences.. McGill, having; 
purchased Petofi House . from the 
Canadian Red Cross, was able .to 
provide sleeping quarters for about 
140 students. 

McGill's Reverend ; Knowles ac- 
cepted the .wirdcnship ;'.of " Petofi 
House and Dr. Hollow, a refugee 
himself, acted as assistants' warden. 
Altogether during the ;: nibnths of 
March and August, 208 Hungarian 
students took iip residence in Petofi 
House. The greatest.;, number there, 
at any one time was 135. In ad- 
dition, 23 female students stayed, at 
the "Y". Two meals a, day were 
served to .the refugee students at' 
R.V.C. It is notable that the, only 
criterion for . residence ' in Petofi 
House :was a 'WUS certificate, or 
some . similar document to prove 
the possessor a student. ■ 

Perhaps the greatest difficulty to 
be overcome by the students was 
the language barrier; for the Hun- 
garian language bears almost no 
resemblance to English. Some spoke 
Russian, aiid a very few spoke French 

SPECIAL ENGLISH LESSONS 

Classes in English were held for 
20 hours per week, sponsored by 
the International Rescue Committee.' 
From March 2 until May 31, at- 
tendance, at these classes was com- 
•pulsory for residents at Petofi House. 
Thereafter, English classes were 
continued in the evenings. . These

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Physicist Predicts 
Rocket To Moon 



VITiey're gotng to fire a rocket \o 
the moon — I'm absolutely certain," 
said Prof. EJl. Pounder of the recent 
disclosure that Russia plans something 
spectacular for the Nov. 7 anniversary 
of 'theiRevolution. 

...Dr. Pounder yesterday addressed a 
jaç^^udience at a meeting of the 
FiîjsiçsrSodety on 'Satellites and Space 
Travel." Speculation ■has»been. rife that 
Russia will attempt^à'lmajôr'^scÎCTtiflc 
effort for. thé 40th anniversary holiday. 

Dr. Poimder, an authority on naviga- 
tion ;> and ''astronomy,; expressed confi- 
,'dence in thé àbili^ of Russian scientists 
to send a rodcirt ■tb\the moon, not a 
much more-dlfficult^feat^than placing 
the satellite Sputnik in 'a«oibit»n)und 
the earth. Sputnik's vclodÇ?S?àl>out 
18,000 m'.pJi., not tod far .short of the 
25,000 m.p.h. a rocket would need to 
escape earth's gravity. 

SPUTNIK AND 1CBM 
"The weight of this beast is the 
startling thing," said Dr. Pounder of the 
satellite. Calculations show that in order 
to launch, the 185-pound sphere, 
three-stage 'Ifocket weighing 120 tons 
would be required. 

Such a rocket consists of three parts, 
each a rocket' in itself. When .the fuel 
of thevfirst and largest has been ex- 
hausted, it is automatically detached and 
falls .^away while the " second stage 
roctâ Bkes over the .function of pro- 
pulsion., It "also ÎS detached when its 
fuel is exhausted... leaving the third 
stagFrockef to attain a velocity which 
could not be reached without the three- 
stage principle. , The , rocket which 
launched Sputnik was estimated by Dr. 
Pounder to be more than 80 feet long, 



"The first stage," he said, "is un- 
doubtedly the Russian ICBM." ' 

SPACE TRAVEL 

Dr. Pounder predicted that space 
travel would be achieved within the 
lifetime of today's college students. One 
of tiie greatest problems, he said, is 
that of finding a suitable fuel. Chemical 
fuels which are in use today will be 
uperseded by other types, such as 
nuclear energy or ionic drive, tlie latter 
being "the wildest idea around 'at 
present". An interplanetary spaceship 
could be manned by a healthy yoUng man 
of 19 or 20, provided he had equip- 
ment like a "G-suit" and a special re 
dining chair — "not the Rocky Jones 
type." 

Dr. Pounder closed his talk on an 
optimistic note : "If enough work were 
put into this, it is possible that a rocket 
could be built that would almost match 
the'eoffii^lTOja?^!^^^
